. "We had five wards for forty years, why change 
noxx-V" said Alderman Dulin, who with the mayor 
shares the dominating influence and power in the 
city council. That is the spirit of the action last 
night when the Janesville city council voted for 
additional precincts and killed the demand of the 
•people for more wards and justice to the voters 
of. the city In a fair representation on the county 
hoard. Aid. Duiin was appalled at the possibility 
of 20 councilmon. The mayor had some weeks 
igo been thoroughly appalled. 
He then stated 


that he (the" mayor) "could handle the council" 
as it is noxv constituted, but was afraid that If 
more members were added it would not be 
so easy, and in September declared that he was 
opposed to adding more wards. He feared labor 


' agitation also. 
The action of the council last 


r:ight shoxved clearly that the mayor was right. 
He Is able "to handle the council," and with Aid. 
Dulin is established as the joint city manager. 


There is a demand for more xvards. What hap- 


p'ened -10 years ago Is of no consequence. Janes- 
vllle h'as grown in population and importance 
It lias a forxvard-looklng program. The counci 
Is not being: drix-en or bossed by any one outside 
.thd mayor or the Fifth ward alderman. Each cit- 
izen has the right of suggestion without apology. 
We know, for instance, that the supervisor of the 
Third ward represents as many votes in the coun- 
cil as the men from 11 towns and villages. When 
he votes there can be 11 against him for any- 
.thing he may ask nnd those 11 represent the 
same number of votes as does his one -vote. Yet 
the council says this is justice. 
The city of 


Janesville has one supervisor in the county board 
for each group o£ 3,500 people. . The country dis- 
tricts have a representative for each SSS persons. 
Yet the council says that is fair and just "be- 
cause 20 aldermen, would be "harder to handle" 
by Dulin and Welsh, than ten. 


The lesson to the public is plain. It is just 


four months and one-day to election.

the public schools o£ the islands is that these 
children are overtaxed, and so tired that they pan- 
not learn the lessons presented in English. Many 
of them live in Japanese colonies, and speak-Eng- 
lish only at the public school. 
Others hear at 


home a pidgin English that is worse as a founda- 
tion for the language than no. vocabulary at all. 


One teacher xv-rites: "Here-is a sample oC the 


English we get from little Japanese children of 
the first grade: 'Little Red Riding Hood—oh! Big 
teeth grandmother eat Little Red Riding Rood 
.—oh! 
Grandmother big eyes see li.ttlo Red Rid- 


ing Hood.' "

Another says, "I have found in my experience 


in Haxvaii that if any school work is to suffer it 
will be the work o£ the American, school.

Dr. Bunker says that if the majqrlty of these

"Japanese men," ,he says, "especially those ot 


the old school drew their wives from Japan by 
the picture bride system. 
In 1019'S41 of. these 


picture brides landed in Haxx'aii, and in the pre- 
ceding year, over 1,000. So long as these women 
come direct from Japan there will be a first gen- 
eration o£ Japanese tri Hawaii to teach its chil- 
dren, born Americans, the customs of the Orient. 


"Moreover, the foreign language school system 


will persist until it is abolished-lDecaUse fundamen- 
tally the project Is legitimate. 
'While use of the 


English language Is .growing in Hawaii, and Eng- 
lish is becoming necessary to the Japanese, in the 
colonies of laborers about the sugar plantations 
there is also need for the Japanese tonguo. To 
supply this need was the original intention of the 
foreign language school. 
There is not, however, 


in an-American territory a need for American citi- 
zens to be taught foreign customs, ideals, and 
morals. 
That is the objectionable part, of the 


Japanese school in Hawaii. It is' not aggressively 
anti-American, but it is un-A.merican. It includes 
in its lessons on Japanese heroes an occasional 
story about George Washington or General Grant 
in the Japanese language 
But as one teacher in 


the public schools says, '.You cannot teach Ameri- 
can ideals in a foreign tongue.' "

Because of this situation, the commission from 


the Bureau of Education advocates in its report 
that the foreign language schools should be abol- 
ished, and the Japanese language taught in the 
territorial public schools. 
A law to this effect ~ia 


to be proposed at the session of the Haxvaiian leg- 
islature which convenes in a fexv weeks. 
It Is be- 


lloved that once the legislature takes up the matter 
the schools xvill be abolished without strong op- 
position. 


The commission suggests 
that the Japanese 


language class should come at the end of the 
school day, and be open only to those pupils who 
make satisfactory progress in their other studies. 
Once this pldn is put Into effect, and the influence 
ot Japanese priests who collect pupils for the for- 
eign language schools is removed, it Is thought 
that the demand for instruction in Japanese will 
fall off rapidly. This prediction is based on the 
fact that at the Mid-Pacific Institute of Honolulu, 
where orientals are chiefly enroled, not 10 per 
cent of the Japanese pupils have elected to study 
their native tongue, though courses in Japanese 
are offered to all pupils from the first grade 
through high school. 
Obviously, the younger gen- 


eration In Hawaii is not greatly interested In re- 
taining 3. hyphenated citizenship, and needs only 
encouragement from the territorial government 
to break away permanently from the ties of its 
ancestors.
